In order that the entries covering the Silver Coinage for the Republic of Ecuador, might 
be more clear, and easily referred to, the Book Keeper of this Mint submitted a plan to the 
Director of the Mint, which was adopted; thereby modifying the instructions contained in the 
attached letter of D.M., dated January 16” 1895. The entries to be in coining value as follows: - 


When the Bullion is received, - 


Credit, - Government of Ecuador. 
Debit, - Silver Bullion deposited by Government of Ecuador. 
When the Coinage is made and delivered to Superintendent. 
Credit, - Silver Bullion deposited by Government of Ecuador. 
Debit, - Silver Coinage. 
When the coinage is delivered to Ecuador or Agents. 
Credit, - Silver Coinage. 
Debit, - Government of Ecuador. 
For all charges imposed on this Coinage. 
Credit, - Profit and Loss. 
Debit, - Government of Ecuador. 
When the charges on this coinage are received. 
Credit, - Government of Ecuador. 
Debit, - Gold Coinage.
